AT FLOOD TIDE 


All the -Mississippi Tributaries 


Bank Fall-and Rising. - - 


An Enormous Volume cf Water Pour- 
ing Down to the Gulf. 


GREAT DAMAGE DONE AND THE WORST 
: TO COME. 


A Continuous Down Pour of Rain 
Throughout the Central Valley— Every 
Rivulet Swollen to a Torrent and 
Adding Its Quota—Great Damage Done 
to Factories and Crops—Scenes Along 
the River. 


ALTon, Ill., May 14.—The Father of Waters 
bas demonstrated the propriety of that title 
to the abundant satisfaction of everybody in 
this vicinity. From the lliinois bluffs far over 
into the Missouri bottoms everything is one 
wild, watery waste, in many places between 
three and four miles wide. The river is still 
rising to-day atthe rate of an inch an hour, 
and before 6 p. m. the mark of 1883, at 28.4 
feet, will be covered, 

The Alton Water-works have had to be 
abandon the principal engine and resort to 
an old one, which may also give out at any 
time. The vinegar factory has been sus- 
pended since Thursday, and the Sparks 
Filouring Millis were forced to shut down yes- 
terday. Allthe steam of their boiler power 
is necessary to keep four big pumps going 
and save the machinery and elevator base- 
ment from being submerged. The Standard 
Milisare still running with heavy pumps. 
Two of the principal factories of the Illinois 
Glass Works had to suspend work this morn- 
ingand the whole plant may soon have to 
shut down, throwing nearly 200 hands out of 
work. The main tracks of the Bluff Line 
railroad are submerged for over a mile, and 
traffic on the road is entirely suspended, 
Trains of loaded cars are holding the trestles 
from floating away, and the passengers and 
mallsare being takento Medora by way of 
the C., B. & Q. tracks. 

The houses of the Huse-Loomis Ice Co. are 
five feet in water, and several hundred tons 
of ice is melting. The yards of Bridge Con- 
tractor Loss are flooded and the light mate- 
Fialisall afloat. Work at all the quarries 
has been stopped for lack of communica-

Thousands of acres of crops in Missouri 
points are under water and the main levees 
are inimminent danger. It will be a miracie 
if the entire lower end of St. Charles County 
is notswept clean. Skiffs, fatboats and im- 
provised rafts are being used by the residents 
in the flooded districts to convey their stock 
and family effects to safety on the Illinois 
shore. Work on thecC., B. &Q., and M., K. 
& E. tracks across theriver and on the Mis- 
souri bridge bas been stopped by the flood, 
The situation in the American bottoms below 
this city is no less alarming. 


DAMAGE ABOUT KANSAS CITY. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 14.—The Missouri 
Riveratthis point continues to rise, and at 
ll o’clock this morning stands 22.7 feet above 
low water mark. Therise in the night was 
gix-tenths ofa foot. The Signal Service Ob- 


server eoposse that the river will continue to 
rise until Monday and even after that, if 
further rainfalls take place. 

As the river rises the damage to property 
by floods increases hourly. At8 o’clock this 
morning the Kaw Riverin Kansas “ity, Kan., 
had been backed up by the floeded Missouri! 
60 that it overflowed its banks and has in- 
vaded the basement of the great packing- 
houseof King&Co. The officers of the com- 
pany had anticipated that calamity and had 
caused to be removed all the stock that could 
have been damaged by water. As it is, the 
company was obliged to suspend operations. 

To-night Argentine, Mo.,asuburb of this 

lace on the Kaw, will be without electric 

ights and igs already without water. The 
ood this morning invaded the plant of the 
electric light company and putout the fur- 
nace fires. The plant cannot be operated 
until the fi subsides. The foundations of 
the reservoir of the water-works company 
were washed out by the oods 
last night and a ~»portion of the 
reservoir caved away. releasing the water 
confined in it. Until repaired the peo- 
ple of the town will be obliged to use their 
oistern water for drinking purposes. Most 
of the cisterns are fullof flood water, which 
is not weer wholesome after having become 
mixed with the refuse from the packing 
houses which has been backed up nto the 
Kaw by the foodinthe Missouri. The situa- 
tion as regards the water supply is there- 


fore serious. 

The copper refining plantof the Kansas 
City Smelting & Refining Co. at Argentive 
hasbeen shutdown on account ofthe high 
water, the furnace inthat department of 
the works have been flooded. The whole 
town of Argentine, excepting the part 
whichis built on the high bluffs, is under 
water. Allthe housesin the bottoms along 
the river banks are covered with water to 
the second stories. All the residents whose 
houses were in danger had sufficient warning 
to be able to remove themselves and their 
household goods to place of safety and there 
has not been much loss of property and no 
loss of life. 

The Kaw has been doing great damage in 
A:mourdale. The backwaters have fiocoded 
nearly the entire townand people in many 
parts of itare goitg about in boats and on 
ratis. Allthe packing housesthere are in 


' Operation this morning, but their stock pens 


are flooded, and are useless. ‘Their business 
is being greatly interfered with on that ac- 
count. ‘The cellars of the Phoenix Packing 
Co. are full of water, but the 
company has bee able to con- 
tinue their business. It will take only a 
rise of a few more inches in the flood to flood 
all the packing establishments, and the pros- 
pects are that by to-morrow they will be 
Obliged to suspend. All the numerous 
Dridwes between Kansas City, Mo., and Kan- 
gas City, Kan., and over the Kaw River in 
Kansas City, Kan., are in danger of being 
washed out, but up to 11 o’clock this morning 
bad withstood the pressure.

DAMAGED BY HEAVY RAIN. 

DE SOTO, Mo., May 14.—The heaviest fall of 
rain this section of the country has had for 
many years fellatanearly hour this morn- 
ing, and great damage is done tothe farms 
and growing crops, miles of fences and 
county roads and bridges have been washed 


away, and many farm houses situated in the 
low bottom lands are flooded. The Iron 
Mountain Rallroad is washed out in several 
~~ near Arcadia, Hogan and Labula, and 
he loss to the company cannot be estimated. 
This isthe section of road that was washed 
away on Aprils, and had just been rebuilt. 
Supt. Hardy left on a special train this morn- 
ing for the flooded district and has a large 
force of men at work repairing the breaks, 
= the delay to trains will only bea few 
ours. 


TOO MUCH WATER IN INDIANA. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 14.—The continued 
heavy rainfalls have caused genuine alarm 
among the farmers of Indiana. It is the time 


of year when farm plowing ordinarily has 
been completed. There are hundreds of 
feids in Central Indiana which have not yet 
been touched. Many ofthem are submerged 
and all are too wet for planting. With the 
exception —— of two or three days, 
there have n heavy rains for more than 
two weeks. 

At Richmond rain has fallen almost Con- 
stantly for seven consecutive days. Farm- 
ing is ata standstill. The lossto crops can- 
not be estimated. 


NEAR THE 1881 MARK. 

JEFFERSON CITY, MO., May 14.—The Mis- 
souri River is rising twoinches an hour, and 
has already spread over the Callaway bot- 
toms, flooding many farmsand driving hun- 


dreds from their homes. The worst is yet to 
come, for an immense rise is coming from 
above. The Osage is Over its banks, the Gas- | 
conade is running over for miles back and 
the Moreau is flooding the bottoms. The 
rivers are now all within a few inches of the 
disastrous flood of 1881 and the indications 
are that in a few days it will be exceeded. 


A HARD LOG JAM. 

GRANTSBURG, Wis., May 14.—One of the 
largestand hardest log jams ever known in 
the Northwest bas been forming in the S&t. 
Croix River at Eagle Island. It is over five 
miles long and the logs are_piled up in all 


shapes, and it contains over 150,000,000 feet. 
The St. Croix River is threatening tocuta 
new channel and unless checked it wiil do so 
and leave the logsondry land whence they 
willhaveto be hauled off. A haul will be 
made on the jam to-morrow, 


LOW LAND UNDER WATER. 
MARSHALL, Mo., May 14.—The Missouri 
River rose about ten inches last night and to- 
day. At Arrow Kock, east of this city, the 
water now covers thousands of acres of 


low lands along the river, and the damage to 
wheat and other property will ah ee A 
reach $200,000. The ferryboat.at Arrow Rock 
has been kept busy fortwo days past taking 
families from the low lands to places of 
safety. 


LOSS REACHING $5,000. 
EXCELSIOR SPRINGS, Mo., May 14.—Fishing 
Riverand Dry Fork, whichrun through the 
city, got on a fearful rampage last night fol- 


lowing the severe rain storm, rising six 
inches higher than ever known before. The

A SWIFT MESSENGER. 


Death Came Suddenly to United States 
Senator Barbour. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 14.—Senator Bar- 
bour of Virginia died) suddenly and quite 
unexpectedly at his residence, Second and B 
streets, N. E., this morning at 6:30 o’clock. 
The Senator awakenetl shortly before and 
aroused Capt. Sheppard of Warrenton, Va., 
who was his guest, stating that he was sorely 
oppressed, as with croup, and asked him to 
send fora physician. Returning to his room, 
Senator Barbour lay down,and died within 
tem minutes. There was no premonition 
of the tragic end. In 1886, while 
traveling in Europe, Senator Barbour 
experienced a similar attack, but it 
soon passedaway. Last week, at the races, 
he complained of a similar feeling, butit was 
not severe enough todisturb him any, nor 
cause him to abandon-any of his duties. He 
was in the Senate yesterday, as usual, and in 
the morning attended a meeting of the Com- 
mittee on the Affairsof the District of Col- 


Senator Barbour leftno immediate family. 
His wife’s sister, Miss Dangerfield, presided 
over his household, anda brother resides in 
Culpepper, Va. Sergeant-at-Arms Valentine 
of the Senate is in charge of the funeral ar- 
jrangements, which are not yet complete. 
| John 8. Barbour was born in Culpepper 
Wounty, Virginia, Dec. 28, 1820, pursueda 
course of study at the University 
iof Virginia and graduated from 
the law school there in 1842, 

racticed law in his native county and went 

rom that county tothe Legislature in 1847, 
where he served four consecutive terms; was 
elected President of the Drange & Alexandria 
Railroad in 1852, and held the office until the 
road was absorbed by the Virginia Midland in 
1883. Mr. Barbour was a member of the 
House in the Forty-seventh, Forty-eighth 
and Forty-ninth Congresses, and succeeded 
Mr. Riddleberger inthe Senate in 1889. His 
term as Senator would not have expired un-* 
til March 38, 1895. 

Mr. Barbour has resided continuously in 
Washington for a great many years and was 
as highly esteemed by the people of this city 
ashe was honored by the citizens of Vir- 
ginia. He had not beenin robust health for 
several years, but was regular in attendance 
upon his Congressional duties. 


GEN. THOS. A. ROWLEY. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., May 14.—Gen. Thomas A. 
Rowley, who served with distinction inthe 
Mexican war and in the Rebellion, was found 
dead in bed this morning. The deceased was

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HER BEAUTY FATAL, 


The Queen of the Warsaw Ballet Found 
Murdered. 


JEALOUS RIVALRY PROMPTED THE HOR- 
RIBLE CRIME. 


The Deed Done by a Polish Woman of 
High Position—Incriminating Evidence 
Found on the Accused—Battle With 
White Caps in Kentucky~—Bloody Stab- 
bing Affray—Crimes. | 


WARSAW, May 14.—The upper society at 
Warsaw is stirred by a frightful tragedy in- 
volving a story of jealousy And murder. 
Josephine Gerlach had there 
ing the most beautiful ballet gi 
She was of German parentage, 
eyes, lignt hair, regular features and a fault- 
less complexion. Her beauty made up for 
what she lacked in dancing ability and ever 
since her advent on the stage here she has 
been the craze among the Polish nobility, 
both young and middle-aged. Josephine en- 


couraged and profited by the attentions and 


had accumulated a considerable quantity of 
money and valuable presents trom her ad- 
mirers. To a few of them she showed pe- 
cullar favor and she seemed rather 
to enjoy the unhappiness of the 
young ladies who found themselves 
deserted for the star of the ballet. A few 
days ago the town was shocked by the an- 
nouncement that Josephine Gerlach had been 
found murdered in her lodgings. The con- 
dition of her room showed that she had 
evidentl¥ been taken by surprise by some 
visitor of whom she had no suspicion. 
Her skull was beaten in, evidently with 
some blunt instrument, and her halr was 
matted with the ooze of blood and brain. 
There was evidence that the girl had not 
given up life withouta struggle and her dis- 
ordered attire showed the clutch of bloody 
hands. The finger marks left by the mur- 
derer were not large but rather slight and 
indicated to the police that a woman had 
Gone the deed. The apartment had been 
ransacked and jewels and money were miss- 
ing. This was taken as evidence that rob- 
bery had also been a motive. The police 
ascertained that a lady, finely attired and 
apparently somewhat disguised, had called 
upon Josephine, 

The lady had not been seen when she went 
away, but the authorities at once concluded 
that she-had somethfngto do with the crime. 
Searching inquiry brought about the fact that 
a lady of high position named Boguslawa 
Crezioaka had been heard to utter threats 
against the ballet girl. This lady belongs to 
one ofthe upper noble families, and her an- 
cestorsare distinguished in thetannals .of 
Poland. The family is, like many of the 
Polish families, no longer wealthy, but in 
sufficiently good circumstances to maintain 
its ancient position in society. Boguslawa 
hadi occasion to be jealous of Josephine, and 
this fact was well known throughout War- 
saw. 

The police, in view of the fact that Bogus- 
lawa answered the description of the woman 
that had been seenat Josephine’s lodgings, 
dia not hesitate to arrest her. They took her 
by surprise and were astonished to find upon 
her conclusive proof-evidence of her guilt. 
For some reason she had not disposed of the 
weapons with which she had murdered the 
ballet girl, but still carried with her a ham- 
mer and a dagger, which bore proof of hav- 
ing been used inthe sanguinary work. On 
the hammer was blood and hair, and the dag- 
ger was stained with fresh blood. The lady 
confessed both the crime and the motive. 
Josephine Gerlach, she said, had ruined her 
happinessand she resolved upon revenge. 
She went ft the girl’s room as.if upon a 
friendly visit, and watching her opportunity 
struck her withthe hammer. The girl at- 
tempted resistance, but Boguslawa struck 
her again, this time breaking her skulland 
braining her. Shethen stabbed her repeat- 
edly withthe dagger. After committing the 
deed she robbed the room of the jewelry and 
money she found there. 

The murder has caused extreme excite- 
mentamongall classes, and crowds flocked 
to ths magistrate’s court to see Bogusiawa 
arraigned for her crime. Itis believed that 
she will be sent to Siberia for ilfe. 


BATTLE WITH WHITE CAPS, 


WILLIS MARTIN. TERRIBLY MALTREATED BY 
MASKED MARAUDERS. 

MOUNT STERLING, Ky., May 14.—Falling to 
coerce Willis Martin into renting a farm from 
a certain party called Henrys, by warnings, 
a band of White Caps went to his home last 
night and battered down the door. They in- 
formed Martin they had cometokillhim, He 
seized anaxand dealt one a blow in the ab- 
domen, but before he could wield his weapon 
asecondtime he was seized by the rest of 
the gang and dragged from his house. They 
forced him along tne road fora mile, kicking 
and beating him and leaving him for dead on 
the roadside. Martin managed to make his 
way home and then came to Mount Sterling 
and swore out warrants for J. W. Henrys and 
his two sons, Leo and Ernest; Henry J. 
Thomas and William Freeman. None of the 
Kuklux was masked. He is badly injured 
and-may not recover.

THE BLOODY THREE. 


Negroes of Texas Organize for felf-Pro 
tection. 


MOBETIE, Tex., May 14.—The negroes of this 
section have formed a secret organization 
having for its object the protection of the 
race. This protectionis not only to be ex- 
tended to the members of the organization 
but to any colored man who may be made the 
victim of the white man’s summary pro- 
ceedings when the colored man is suspected 
of violating the laws. A committee of three, 
known as the ‘*‘Bloody Three,’’ is at the head 


of the organization, and ithasthe power to 
say what punishment shall be meted out to 
those falling under its disfavor. The order is 
oathbound andany member of the organiza- 
tion who fails to carry out the decrees of the 
‘*Bloody Three’’ forfeits his life. The idea of 
the projectors isto impress upon the whites 
that they cannot go on lynching negroes with 
impunity merely on suspicion.

FACTIONAL STRIFE STIRRED UP ANEW 
IN IRELAND. 


Blows asa Cure for Hysteria—Home Rule 
and Illiteracy in Ireland—Lord Bram- 
mell’s Remains Cremated—Dominion 
Affairs—General Foreign News and 
Brief Cablegrams. 


CorK, May 14.—Forty persons in all were 
injured inthe riots last night between the 
Parnellites and anti-Parnellites. The cause 
ofthe row was irritation on the part of the 
Parnellites at being excluded from the meet- 
ing. Itis said by the Parnellites that they 
were willing to goand lsten quietly to what 
William O’Brien had to say, but when they 
attempted to, enter they were prevented. 
This enraged them and the riot began. The 
most seriously injured person isa man named 
McKley, who had his skull fractured. It is 
feared that he may die. The encounter has 
greatly stirredup the antagonism between 
the factions of the Irish party, and the feel- 
ing is as bitter in Cork as during the late 
Parliamentary contest. The Parnellites are 
preparing to make a strong contest in the 
coming general election, and ina financial 
way they are said to be better provided than 
their opponents.

SHODDY ARMS, 


SCANDAL CONCERNING GERMANY’S CONTRACT 
WEAPONS. 


BERLIN, May 14.—The head of the firm of 
Lowe &Co., which it is charged by Rector 
Alwardat had furnished defective rifles to the 
army, and Col. Kuehn, manager of the fac- 
tory where the arms were made, began the 
prosecution of Herr Alwardt to-day. The 
Liberal newspapers say they trust the action 
will dispose of the charges against Lowe & Co. 
and allay the excitement, which it is feared 
will otherwise lead to an anti-Jewish move- 
ment. A great impression has been created 
by the resignation of an officer named Fors- 
ter, who was attached to the army reserve 
and who declared that he would sooner re- 
sign than to lead into action soldiers armed 
with rifles made by Jews.

HEROIC TREATMENT. 


AS ACURE FOR HYSTERIA—GIVEN BY A 
GERMAN PHYSICIAN. 

BERLIN, May 14.—A trial that has created 
intense interest in medical cireles has just 
been concluded at Cassel, capftal of Hesse 
Nassau. Dr, Weiderhold, director of the 
Hospital for Nervous Diseases at that place, 
was charged with maltreating a patient, the 
wife of Consul-General Zachmann. The doc- 
tor admitted tnat he had boxed Mrs. Zach- 
mann’s ears, beat her with a stick and 
whipped her because she screamed and 
groaned as though she was suffering great 
pains, which, the doctor said, were entirely 
imaginary. The punishment he inflicted 
upon her, he contended, wasthe best treat- 
ment for hysteria, and everything he had 
done was for her benefit. Much evidence was 
given for and against this mode of treat- 
ment, but the court decided the accused 
guilty of maltreatment and sentenced him to 
three months’ imprisonment,

CHARLES DEVLIN, M. P., MOVES FOR IRISH 


HOME RULE—NOTES. 


OTTawa, Ontario, May 14.—Charles.Devlin, 
M. P., gives notice that he will move the 
following resolution on Monday next: That 
in the opinion of the House of Commons the 
time has arrived when in a substantial 
measure home rule should be granted to 
Ireland, and this House expresses the hope 
that at the approaching general election in 
the United Kingdom a-majority may be re- 
turned to Parliament pledged to enact a 
measure which, while safeguarding the 
autonomy of the British Empire, would 
satisfy the legitimate aspirations of the Irish 
people by granting to them a parliament 
with jurisdiction over all matters of a local 
character.’’

Reports from companies representing

earnings for April of $41,730,000, an increase 
of 8.7 per cent over April, 1891. For four 
months the gross earnings were $168,747,000, 
or 7.4 per cent more than in 1891.

took place in the United States this week; 
only twenty-three with capital of more than 
$5,000, and in excess of $20,000, showing that 
150, or 82 per cent of the whole number 
of failures were of concerns with 
$5,000 capital or less, the ftotal failing 
numbering 184 this week, against 
166 - last week, Statistics of avail- 
able wheat stocks tndicate that with a con- 
tinuance of the rate of exports reported for 
three weeks past the United States will carry 
about as mucn available and probably more 
invisible wheat on July 1 than on that day in 
1891. Exports of wheatof both coasts this 
week (and flour as wheat) equal 8,621,000 
bushels, contrasted witha weekly ove 
of 3,100,000 bushels during the previous three 
weeks and with 1,941,000in the second week 
of May, 1891. Dispatches showa total of 105 
strikes of importance within two weeks, in- 
volving 20,200 industrial employes, against 
twice that number of striking wage-earners 
a year ago.

FOR MURDER. 


Two Negros Executed on the Same 
Scafiold. 


Thomas Davis and Henry Dickerson for 
Killing Marcus Deitsch. 


WHICH THEY SUFFERED, 


An Earnest Prayer Made By Davis Before 
the Noose Was Adjusted—Nashville, 
Ill., the Scene of the Exeoution—An 
Immense Crowd of People in the City— 
The Work of the Sheriff Done Without 
a Hitch, 


NASHVILLE, Ill., May 14.—At 11:24 this fore- 
noon Thomas Davis and Henry Dickerson, 
the two condemned negroes,'were hanged 
here forthe murder of Marcus Deitsch at 
Richview on Dec. 26, 1891. 

On the scaffold Dickerson said farewell to 
alland hoped to meet his friendsin heaven, 

Davis made a long prayer: ‘‘Oh Lord, hear 
my prayer, hear my last utterance. Iam 
going to travel an unknown road, Lord for- 
give you sinners. Ipray God Almighty to 
forgiveme. Thanks to God Almighty for- 
give me, God bear my spirit home.’’ 

The caps werethen puton and the nooses 
adjusted by Deputies Chas. Stroh and Henry 
Sandmeyer. Davis’ last words\were: ‘‘I bid 
you all farewell. God bless you, Dickerson, 
Good-bye to all my friends and enemies, 
Everybody forgive me, I forgive all.’’ 

Everything being in readiness, Sheriff 
White cut the rope holding the trap doorand, 
at 11:24, the doomed men were executed. 

Life in Davis’ body was extinct in eleven 
minutes and in Dickerson’s body in fourteen 
minutes. A few minutes thereafter the bodies 
were cut down. Neither of the negroes’ 
necks were broken. No hitch occurred in the 
proceedings. 


THE MURDER OF PEITSCH.

Deitsch,a Russian Jew peddler, was found

HIS MISTAKE. 


Dr. McMillan of the City Dispensary 
and the Police, 


THE OFFICERS ACCUSE THE PHYSICIAN 
OF OBSTRUCTING JUSTICE, 


A Letter of Warning to an Alleged As- 
sailant of a Little Girl Was in His 
Hand-Writing—He Satisfactorily Ex- 
plains That His Motives Were to Save 
the Little Girl’s Good Name. 


A report was made by the Police Depart- 
ment this afternoon which is likely to get 
Dr. McMillan, one of the Oity Dispensary 
physicians, into trouble. Mr. Fred 
Lucas, Chief Harrigan’s Secretary, was 
visited at his office at the Four 
Courts about a week ago by aman who in- 
troduced himself as Dr. McMillan of the City 
Dispensary, and who had called to get the 
police torunaman outoftown. Mr. Lucas 
states in his official report to Chief Harrigan 
ofthe matter thatthe doctor said the man 
had criminally assaulted a 10-year-old girl. 

**l was astounded,’’ says Mr. Lucas in his 
report, ‘‘at the doctor's conduct, but bDeliev- 
ing that it came from ignoronce, I explained 
to him that we would send the man to the 
penitentiary if we got the evidence, and I 
told him also that criminal assault 
was even punishabie by death, He 
said he did not want to: drag the girlinto 
publicity, that she was a pretty girl and that 
her reputation for chastity would suffer. I 
toid hm the chastity of a child could not 
suffer. He said that he had been treating the 
girl for some days, and I then tola him 
that he had obtained knowledge of a felony 
through his position as a paid officer and that 
every honest man ought to deliver to justice 
8 fend who would outrage achild. He said 
that he could reconcile his conduct with his 
conscience if the parents of the child could do 
the same. I suggested that the Grand-jury 
might cOmpel him to talk,and he replied that 
neithera priest nor a doctor could be madé 
totalk. As he left the office’'Judge Thos. 
Morris, who was present, and who heard all 
the conversation, remarked that he would 
ae to get a chance torun that doctor out of 

own. 

The conversation occurred, Mr. Lucas 
thinks, five or six days ago. Last night 
while Assistant Chief keedy was In charge of 
police headquarters he received a_ tele- 
phone message from Dr. McMillan 
to the effect that he had just 
examined a girl at the City Dispensary 
and found thata rape had been committed 
on her. The man who committed the crime 
was, said the doctor, one Dick Petton, stop- 
Ping at 1809 North Sixth street, and the girl 
was Leida Stuart,l0 years old,and living with 
her parents at 262 0’Fallon street. This was 
the first Chief Reedy had heard of the matter 
and be atonce telephoned to the police of 
Third District to arrest Pet- 
ton. A couple of officers went to 
1309 North Sixth street, but Petton had 
gone, aud when Capt. Joyce of the Third 
District made his report this forenoon Petton 
had not been found. The Captain forwarded 
the following letterto Chief Harrigan with 
his report, stating that it had been left be- 
hind at 1309 North Sixth street by Petton: 

ST Louis, May 5, 1892. 

Dick PETTON—Several of the physicians of. the 
Health Department are informed professionally of 
the factthat you committed an outrage upon the 
poreen of Leida Stusrt,a 10-year-old girl, at 1309 
North Sixth street. The police willbe apprised of 
the facts, witholding the girl's name, however, 
within afew days. We wish to protect the giri’s 
good name, but if you remain in the city longer 
than day after to-morrow, you wili certainly 
be arrested ana the whole matter will be exposed, 
We expect to give your nameto the police together 
withadescription of your appearance next Friday. 
A word tothe wise. If you areevércaught you will 
go to the Penitentiary. 

CITY DISPENSARY PHYSICIANS. 

Mr. Lucas took the letter to the Dispensary 
this afternoon and showed it to Dr, Priest 
and the doctor said at once that the hand- 
writing was Dr. McMillan’s. 

Petton is reported to be a telegraph man 
about 80 years old. Heis5 feetand 11 inches 
tall, of slim build and has red hair and a 
mustache of the same color. 

DR. M'MILLAN’S STATEMENT. 

Dr. McMillan stated that several months 
ago the child came to the Dispensary and was 
treated by Dr. Steinmetz. She claimed that 
two lHttle boys had criminally assaulted 
her. After Dr. Steinmetz left the dispensary 
Dr.McMillan took up the case he says. A few 
daysagrotne girl’s mother told him that it 
was not two boys but a man about 
OU years of who assaulted 
her child, He had by threats 
made the little onetell the story she did. 
Ihe mother did not want to prosecute the 
man,as she feared the notoriety it would 
give her child. Sbe was afraid, how- 
ever, that the man might again be 
guilty - of the sante offense, 
Dr. MeMillanthen applied to the police to 
have the man run out of the city 
and wrote the threatening letter. After- 
warfl the man showed = the letter 
to neighbors and then Dr. MeMillan 
advised that he be prosecuted and tele- 

honed to the police. The doctor says he 

ad learned the story as a professional secret 
and could not honorably disclose it without 
the mother’s consent, and the action he took 
was to save the child’s name.

No Indictment Returned Against Mrs. R.

CurcaGco, Ill., May 14.—The Grand-jury has 
returned ‘‘no bDill’’ inthe case of Mrs. R. U.

No 
better evidence of its  pharasaical 
attitude is needed than the sy~ctacle 
of truly good JOHN WANAMAKER 
squirming around the truth in the witness 
chair in order to defenda trick by which 
the consequences of violations of the law 
ip the Baltimore Post-office and com- 
pliance with the demand of the Civil 
Service Commission were avoided. In this 
instance, although the commission had 
the confession of the offenders, a mock in- 
vestigation within the department was 
held for the purpose of shielding them 
from punishment. Even the chief apostle 
of reform, THEODORE ROOSEVELT, has been 
induced to condone and countenance gross 
offenses in order to avoid condemning and 
opposing his party. 

The sins of one administration, however, 
should not plunge the association into ut- 
ter despair. If its convictions are worth 
anything they are worth a fignt, It should 
smite the sinner. Itshould call upon all 
men to rebuke the Breaking of pledges and 
the violation of the law at the ballot-box. 
That is the only way to make its labors 
effectual and to sustain its hopes of ulti- 
mate victory. 
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Frew men retain their intellectual flexi- 
bility after middle age. A conspicuous 
example of this rule is Mr. JosEPH CHAM- 
BERLAIN, the great leader of the English 
radicals, who has seen home rule become 
the issue, abandoned his progressive ways 
and become conservative.

GLADSTONE is really the more consist- 
ent in following the law of develop- 
ment and recognizing the fact that 
time has little reverencefor tradition. In 
adopting the progressive policy the old 
leader has shown himself a wiser and more 
practical statesman than his former radical 
colleague and friend. He seeksto guide 
the inevitable and makeit palatable. He 
has his eye on the future, not on the past. 
Traditions have little worth for him except 
as suggestions for improvement, and 
whether his present policy is wise or un- 
wise he at least is not tied down by cus- 
tom. Unlike Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, he be- 
lieves that the ‘*world do move,’’ and men 
who expect to succeed must move with it. 
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Mr. WANAMAKER should make a full 
and clear explanation of his connection 
with the pneumatic tube company in 
which he is said to be interested. Nobody 
believes that the Postmaster-General is a 
sorruptionist of the vulgar variety. But 
business men when they take office should 
at least carry the commercial conscience 
with them. Thecodeof bargain counter 
morality isnot harsh. Its yoke is easy 
andits burden light. The official who 
cannot bear itis in atruly deplorable con- 
dition. 
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WITH BLAINE out there is reason to be- 
lieve that the Republicans will be fortu- 
nate to renominate HARRISON. He is bad 
enough, but better than any man that 
QUAY and PLATT can agree upon.

IN WILD FURY. 


The [Mississippi Flood Sweeps 
Down on St. Louis. 


It Passes the 33-Foot High Water 
Mark To-Day. 


THE RISE INCREASES TO OVER ONE INCH 
PER HOUR. 


A Local Flood Surpassing All Except That 
of 1844 Now Expected—Break in the 
Madison Levee—Grain Elevators and 
Flour Mills Foreed to Close Down—The 


Bridge— Disaster Threatened Along the 
City’s Front. 


At9o’clock this morning the river regis- 
tered on the gauge a height of 82,9 feet. This 
is a rise of 1 foot Ginches since 9 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, and the rise is now 
estimated to be continuing at the 
rate of 1-10 of a foot per hour, 
By noon the 33-foot mark was passed. The 
announcement is now made that by Tuesday 
morning next an additional rise of 3Teet will 
have been recorded, thus passing the 36-foot 
mark. The high-water mark of 1888. was 34 
feet 10 inches. 

The Upper Mississippi and the Missouri are 
on the flood, and their swollen streams are 
hourly adding totherise at this point, the 
passing ofeach successive sixty minutes of 
time witnessing.asure advance of one-half 
inch in the water’s height. 

Already, this stage of the river means a 
flood equalling the disastrous one of nine 
years- ago. Whether or nota greater over- 
flow than that of 1883 is to be encountered he- 
fore the waters beginto subside, isthe one 
great problem now awaiting settlement. : 

The Mississippi itself isthe sole arbiter in 
the matter. A flood or an overfiow is one of 
the large calamities during the visit of which 
men have to stand aside and confess thelr in- 
ability to cope with naturein nature’s stormy 
moments. 

This tact of atter helplessness inthe road- 
way of a ‘‘booming’’ river is just now being 
fllustrated most ho eg os along the en- 
tire river front of St. Louts. om the point, 
miles above, northward, where St. Louis has 
its beginning on the Mississippi River, to that 
Other point, miles to the south, where the 
city’s front ends, the attempted hurried res- 
cue of property from the encroaching water 
is a forward inevery way possi- 
ble to those whose earthly possessions chance 
to Hie within reach of the river’s lapping 
waves. 

It is a sort of ‘‘save who can’’ handicap for 
the lucky ones. The broad sweep of the Mis- 
sissippi flood creeps into and around big lum- 
ber-yards, acres in extent, and suddenly the. 

lies of lumber are sagging, sinking, and 
hen drifting out with the flow southward. 

It edges stealthily in between great lumber- 
rafts and the shore to which their inner 
corners were Sepgoes to have been safely 
moored, and with the reflux of the hungry 
tide the rafts swing away from their moor- 
ings, break into tossing fragments and begin 
an unguided journey towards the Gulf of 
Mexico, 

It crawls up to those low-lying stretches of 
fiat lands where houses have been built since 
the ‘‘high-water year’’ of 1883, and then, 
almost in a twinkling, a tottering Venice has 
been established in the swift curreat of a 
river ‘‘on the boom,’’ and the unnatural- 
ized Venetians are fleeing fortheshore with 
whatever they can carry away from their in- 
vaded hearthstones. 

It swirls into little coves where those 
water-side Gypsies, the Mississippi! River 
**squatters,’’ have gathered together in col- 
onies of so-called boat-houses, and in an hour 
the once flourishing craw-fish settlement has 

ome a waste of wrecks, and the ‘‘squat- 
ters,’’ tenting on the nearest high land, gaze 
ruefully at thelr mud-anchored homes and 
wonder, perhaps, if life is worth livingon the 
banks of such an erratic stream. 

It fows fearlessly across the railroad tracks 
that line the river front, and when puffing 
iocomotives attempt to beard it tn its prog- 
ress and prove even there the superiority of 
rail transportation over river, it licks 
its wet tongue into the engine’s 
fire-box, quenches the sou! of all rail traffic, 
and then smilingly rises a notch higher just 
to show how easy it all is to a bigriverona 
real rampage. 

lt gets under the walls of manufacturing 


cry of ‘‘All hands tothe pumps,’’ it swamps 
their botler-rooms and causes gn wheel to 
stop and remain motionless at its pleasure. 

Itsweeps up over the levee in the central 
district of the city, touches the foundations 
of the historic old stores there, and so galves 
the few local Noahs still living a chance to 
compare its present inroads with the dam- 
ages of past floods, running away back into 
ante-bellum days. 

On the eust side, it finds unobstructed entry 
into Egypt, the only barrier toits progress 
being the Illinois bluffs, rising some twelve 
miles inland. 

Allthis means disaster and comparative 
ruin to many hundreds or thousands of peo- 
ple, and very serious damage tothe present 
trade-interests of St. Louls asa river city. 

ALONG THE CENTRAL LEVEE FRONT. 

This morning saw, with the increased speed 
of the rise tn the river, a marked change for 
the worse in the dangerous condition of the 
levee front. The levee proper is but one sheet 
of water; sidewalks in the central levee dis- 
trict are invaded,the sewers®re now choked 
and the water is pouring into the cellars 
ofthe houses. Nearly all wharfboats have 
been brought closer in shore, the hurried 
work of unloading arriving steamers is goin 
forward with wagons b ody -deep ia the floo 
and the lumber piled along the inner edge of 
the levee is being unsettled and carriedaway. 
From Morgan street north to Locust street 
south the sidewalks are now impassable. 
Again at Spruce street they are under water, 
that street being completely flooded half way 
up to Commercialalleyor Mainstreet. From 
Valentine street the water once more recedes 
Slightly. All along the Central district, from 
Morgan street to Chouteau avenue, the ut- 
most activity is displayed in the work of res- 
cuing whatever property can be saved. The 
fact that a big flood is now inevitable has been 
recognized and the one irresistible convic- 
tion animating the fiood workers is that there 
is no time to be lost in their work. 

About 8 o’clock this morning the Diamond 
Jo wharfboat, which was moored just south 
of the Bridge, broke loose from its moorings 
and slow)y whirled out toward the swift cur- 
rent of the Overfiow. Fortunately a tug was 
at the scene and before the big whartiboat 
was in the full power of the current, which 
would have made it impossible to handle, 
the tug had fastene along side. avd 
forced it back towards the shore. The moor- 
ings were then made fast to the bridge pliers 
themselves and the wharfboat was safe. The 
steamers Bald my and Spread Eagle are 
how lying alongside its outer bulwarks. 

At9o’clock a two-story framecottage was 
seen drifting speedily past the city m the 
middle of the stream. Just behind the cot- 
tage came the one-story kitchen, NQ signs 
of any persons being in either wreck could be 
seen. Itis not known where the two struct- 
ures were swept from, but it Is a pecsee 
they are houses that stood on some of the low 
lands of North 8t, Louis. 

THE GEM CITY’S PLIGHT. 

The steamer Gem City, from the upper 
river, came down this morning, but on 
reaching the Merchants’ Bridge found that 
she could not pass under, owing to the high 
stage of water. She was moored there and 
word sent downtothe wharfboat below the 
Eads Bridge for men to be dispatched at once 
to the Gem City to cut off her smokestacks s0 
that she could complete her trip and be un- 
loaded. ‘ihe steamer D. H. Pike Is also ly- 
ing above the Merchants’ Bridge for the 


same Cause. | 
At the Barge Line Wharfboat, foot of Walnut 
street, the approach to the gang-plank is 
covered with a depth of about three feet of 
water. The only way that wagons can reach 
the gangway and e the wharfboat to un- 
load their freight for shipment is_to drive 
through the water asfaras possible, whena 
ng of men meet them, fasten ropes to the 
poles and then drag horses and all forward 
until a fresh footing can be secured, 
With the exception of tha Merchants’ Ter- 
minal, railroad traffic alongthe Levee front 
remains at a standstill. From cChouteau 
avenue south considerable loss of lumber is 
reported this morning, the encroachments of 
the river as farsouthas Carroll street hav- 
ing given the water a good grip on the lum- 
ber plies.

drowned about the same time, was also 
found to-day, being picked up at the foot of 
Anna streé¢t. ; 
>» Manyofthe junk-shop dealers along the 
Levee front are hurriedly moving their stocks 
of goods. ‘ Their cellars are already flooded, 
and a rise of another foot will send the water 
over the ground floors of many bangs be- 
tween Morgan and Olive streets on the Levee. 


IN NORTH ST. LOU'S. 
The encroachment of the river along that 
| section of North St. Louis wharf from Bis- 
sell’s Point south to Cass avenue grows 
hourly miore critical. From North Market 
to Cass avenue, which lies in a@ crescent 
shape, the wateris more than bank full. It 
is back beyond its usual course anywhere 
from one hundred to five hundred feet, the 
maximum being reacted in the vicinity of 
Lebeaume street, where the St. Louis Trans- 
fer Rallroad connects on an incline with the 
Wiggins Ferry Co. Below these points the 
river narrows down again, striking its proper 
channel line near the foot of Cass avenue 
three blocks further down. At the footo 
Mullanphy street back water reaching 
from Brooklyn street south is washing the 
base of the. plant of the _ Laclede 
Gas Works, which is located at the foot of 
the former street. Its progress further south 
is impeded by a gradual risein the ground, 
Just east of the gas plant the company has a 
mountain of coke stacked upina yarda balf 
a biock square. The river has reached-it and 
| is spreading along the northeast corner of it, 
The flow of the current at this point is ter- 
rific, moving ata twelve-lour mile rapidity. 
The force of the water has just begun to 
undermine the northeast corner of the yard, 
and in anticipation of trouble the company 
has a force of men ana teams at work remov- 
ing it back to higherland. Two blocks on 
down the big Merchants’ Elevator at the foot 
of Cass avenue stands well out into the river, 
But as it Was built especially by Capt. D. P. 
Slattery with reference to the 
possibility of much more than a normal 
stage of water itis safe, the river yet lacking 
a couple of feet of touching its first floor. The 
most trouble ig experienced at the foot of 
Brooklyn street in getting the freight cars 
fromthe Wiggins’ transfer steamers. The 
incline stands out seventy-five feet 
from the main shore, and 
the engines of the St. Louis 
Transfer Ratlroad Co. have to reach itin 
from one tothree anda half feet of water. 
A reporter of the PostT-DISPATCH boarded 
engine No. 22 0fthe Transfer Co., in charge 
of Engineer Ed Kiefier and Fireman 
J. Ww. Scott, and made the run 
from the Merchants’ Elevator to the trans- 
fer landing. The engine plowed through 
on reguiar time. The spray from the river 
splashed against the cab-windows of the 
engine. When the incline was reached Fire- 
man Scott turned up the fire @Qampers to 
prevent the water from smothering the 
fires and bringing the engine to a halt. 
The next point of trouble was a vast pile of 
drift wood which the current had thrown in 
between the transfer landing and the engine. 
The powerful steam horse made several 
but unsuccessful attempts to push out 
the drift, but it -could not be 
done’ until several sturdy men 
in a skiff with ropes and grab hooks worked 
at it one-half hour. the engines doing 
work on the Wabash and St. Louls Trans- 
fer Co. Between Brooklyn street and North 
Market have to run through from two 
to three feet of water, which reaches 
up over. the hubs of the wheels 
and strikes the bottom of the fire places. All 
of the watchmen’s little houses are deserted 
‘and stand out far from shore being tossed 
‘about at will by the waves. At various 
— along the bank the tops of the switch 
oards can just be seen. F. H. Koester, agent 
of the Wiggins Ferry Co. at the foot of 
‘Mound street, says:that they will be able to 
stand a foot more water, andupto this time 
are operating their full force of yardmen and 
engines, which handles about 200 carloads of 
‘freight per day. At the foot of Tyler 
| street the water is creeping into 
ithe yards of the Vornbrock Furniture 
|}company, and at the foot of Chambers street 
‘is just touching the east side of the F. H. 
i'Logeman Chair Works. At North Market 
| street the water has begun to enter the south- 
| east corner of the yards of the Schulenberg & 
'Boeckler Lumber Oo. From there on north for 
‘more than a mile tothe north stretches the 
.Cc., B. & Q. embankment which still protects 
a vast territory from being flooded. But the 
situation ig critical, and a few more inches at 
some points will play havoc. 
AT THE CHAIN OF ROCKS. 


Mr. August Heman made arrangements this 
morning to have his stock of cement at the 
Chain of Rocks transfered at once to a couple 
of barges. He is building four reservoirs for 
ithe new water-works and has, or had this 
‘morning, 10,000 barrels of cement standinga 
‘short distance from a slough connected with 
the river. The water in the slough rises with 
the river, and had almost reached the barrels 
when Mr. Heman ordered them removed this 
morning. ‘‘Whenlwasupupthere yester- 
day, the cement seemed to be out of 
danger,’’ said Mr. Hemanthis morning, ‘‘as 
it would take a rise of two feet anda half to 
reach it, but the water has come up sixteen 
inches since then and 1s rising fast all the 
time. Ihavejustsenttwo barges up there 
‘and Ithink we can getthe barrels loaded on 
ito them before itis too late.’’ Mr. Hemen 
said that no material damage had been done 
as yet tothe new water works but that the 
‘contractors would all suffer more or less. 
The work of construction would he delayed 
somewhat and the expense of protecting the 
material fromthe ficods would be consider- 
able. Jerry Fruin had 1,800 barrels of cement 
‘in danger yesterday afternoon but by hard 
work succeeded in removing the last barrel 
before the water gotthere. The place is now 
covered with several inches of water. ¢ 

RIVER BANK BLEVATO''S IN DANGER. 

An elevator officialon ’Change outlines one 
threatening flood prospect to-day. He states 
that with very littie additional rise in the 
river every river bank grain elevator in the 
city or on the East side will be forced to close 
down. The river is already running through 
the Farmers’ Elevator building at the 
foot of Clinton street, and there 
are now “grave fears that the 
bullding may We destroyed before the 
flood subsides. It has now been flooded for 
two days, and with much more rise, and the 
water’s flow gaining force, the strength of 
the building may not be able to withstand 
the strain. 

SOUTH 8T. LOUIS AND CARONDELET. 

At the East Side from Carondelet the flood 
has reached a portion of the lilinois bluffs 
and homes are being rapidly deserted. On 
this side the water has flooded the Iron 
Mountain tracks and is doing great damage, 
The situation along the river front 
from the Arsenal to the Barracks 
remains unchanged with the exception that 
the water has climbeda little higher. . The 

r unfortunates who have been obliged to 
eave their little homes and seek shelter else- 
where can beseen busily at work standin 
waist deep in water moving what househo! 
articles can be had, Several abandoned 
houses were seen this morning floating down 
the river, and others are about to be set 
adrift. 

At Sidney street there isa settlement of at 
least two dozen houses, not one of which is 
now occupied. Five of them are a com plete 
loss. The Wabash Belt Line is under water 
and several cars that have been left 
standing on the track can hardly be seen, 
the water being so deep. At the city Work. 
house, where the flood has done consider- 
able damage to squatters, not a house is 
now used, it being mecessary to de. 
sert them. Precautions have been taken 
to prevent them from .toppling Over or from 
escaping from their moorings. The Lyon Gun 
Club Park is lost from view, and near by 
are several deserted homes lying 
on their sides com pletely wrecked, 
Furniture and household utenslis are thrown 
promiscuously abouton higher aba and 
armed grares patrol the piace toKeep thieves 
away. A cut of 100 feet is made on the Arsenal 
Island, which runs back as far as the eye can 
see. There is anold man residing on the 
island who has a number of cattle. His 
place stands fully four feet Seep ca water, 
compelling him to move to a_ place of less 
danger. At Carondelet the destruction of 
property is great.

The River Des Peres is stillona rampage. 
It is now fully 600 feet wide In this section, 
The water has reached the weiss beer brew- 
ery, but so far bas done no damage.

Brewery, contains fully five feet of water. 
The Standard mineral-works on Koeln ave- 
nue is meeting with a littletrouble. The 
rains bave caused a creek near by to swell so 
that the water has overflowed its bank and is 
inundating that section of the city, 

BREAK IN THE MADISON LEVER. 

It was reported in East St. Louis this morn- 
ing that a break had occurred in th 
levee at Madison and that town was 
being flooded, The report was that 
the water had reached to the 
level of Main streetin Madison and was rap- 
idly covering the street. Detective Kinney of 
the East St. Louis Police Department went to 
Madison to investigate and learned that the 
report, though it had some foundation, was in 
the main erroneous. <A small break itn the 
levee had occurred and the rumor thatMadison 
was being flooded arose from this fact. A 
slight washout occurred at the side of the 
glucose works and asmall stream of water 
poured into the low places fn the vicinity. 
fen were set to work to throw up an em- 
bankment about the washout and the break 
was soon cut off. 

THE WEATHER BUREAU’S PREDICTIONS. 

Superintendent of the Local Weather 
Bureau William H. Hammond, expresses the 
river situation by a very picturesque Illustra- 
tion. The water which has fallen in the 20,000 
square miles of territory above St. Louis will 
pass St. Louis within the next five days, 
During the past forty-eight hours there have 
falien in that area two and one-half inches of 
rain, equivalent to a mass of water a 
mile wide, a mile long, and four-fifths of 
a mile high. The river will have 
to carry this volume in addition to the cur- 
rent running prior to the rainfall. If the 
riverbed was a mile wideand the current was 
ten miiesan hour, this torrent would run 
past St. Louis three feet deep for five 
days. The gauge would probably have been 
thirty-one feet, but the rain will raise it 
three feet, 

Mr. Hammond said that the river was rals- 
ingatthe rate of one-tenth inch per hour 
since morning. At Herman, Mo., the Mis- 
souri registered this morning 21.8 feet, a rise 
of 2.6in twenty four hours, and a rainfall of 
l.l4inches. The Mtssourl covers the flats 
from bluff to bluff at Herman, being several 
miles wide. At Arlington on the Gasconade 
River the gauge was 1] feet 8 inches this 
morning, a rise of 9 feet 65 inches 
in twenty-four hours, and a rainfall 

f 2.26 inches. At Boonville the 
Missouri is 22.8 feet. arise ofl1.ifeet, with a 
rainfall of 1.02 inches in the twenty-four 
hours. At Kansas City the gauge this morn- 
ing was 22.6 feet, a rise of 7-10 
foot and aée rainfall of 2-100 inches. 
At Alton, the Mississippi registered 27.7 feet 
to-day,arise of 1.5 feet, and a rainfall of 
1.06inches. At Keokuk, the river was 13.7 
feet to-day, ‘and at Loulsiana it was 9.9 feet. 
At both of these stations the river was falil- 
ing yesterday, but was stationary to-day, 
with prospect of a rise. The volume of 
water which is passing St. Louis Is evidently 
coming out. of the Missour! River. 

A FLOOD-REGISTER OBJECT LESSON. 

In the steamboat-supply store of Ward & 
Brady, 517 North Levee, there is a queer 
register of past Mississippi floods at this 
point. Itis kept onthe walls of the ground 
floor of the building, and it records the 
hight reached by the water on that floor, 
The record of the high-water mark of 1844 isa 
daisy. Itis made on the beam supporting 
the second floor, full nine feet from the 
ground, and the following legend is painted 
there: ‘‘High water, 1844, 41 feet 9 inches.’’ 
Lower down, about three feet from the 

ound, is the register of 1858, 36 feet 9 inches. 

ust below that is the record of 1851, 36 feet 6 
inches, and still nearerthe ground planking 
is that of 1883, 34 feet 10 inches. With the rise 
of three feet, predicted between now and 
Tuesday, the high water mark of 1892 will 
reach, and probably pass, all those old 
records save that of 1844. It will be sufficient 
to flood the entire first foorof that and ad- 
jacent buildings toa depth of fully three feet. 

BHE FLOOD OF ’44. 

During the mammoth flood of 184, the high- 
est point the Mississippi reached was on June 
12, states Mr. Wm. Matthews, an old-time 8t. 
Loulisan, to the Postr-DIsPaTcH. The mark 
touched on that day was five feet four inches 
above the top of the curb-stone at the south- 
west corner of Market street and the Levee 
(city directrix). The city placed there 
a stone column denoting exact 
height at date, but in later 
years this was destroyed. Steamers landed 
broadside against the stores on the Levee, 
receiving and landing passengers through 
the second story windows of the buildings. 
The Wiggins Ferry Oo.’s Doats made occa- 
sional trips across the ‘‘American Bottom’’ 
to the bluffs, and the ‘‘Dove,’’ a small 
steamer commanded by Capt. Devinney now 
residing at Glendale, St. Louis County, made 
several trips to Pap’s Town and the lilino is 
biuffs, about six miles inland. 

FLOUR MILLS CLOSE DOWN, 

The passing of the ‘‘danger line’’ and the 
continued rise of the river at an increasod 
rate of speed necessitated the closing down 
of several flour mills to-day, and will force all 
river-bank milis to quit work after to-day 
untilthe flood subsides. This morning the 
Kehlor Mills and the Regina Milling Co. of 
this announced on "Change 
that plants were Clused 
by water, dee | were 
followed inthis action by the Hezel Milling 
Co. of Kast 8t. Louis, and later the announce- 
ment was made that the Sparks Mil! at Alton 
had also been compelled to cease grinding by 
the rise ofthe river during the past twenty- 
four hours. Other local mills are expected to 
make similar announcements on Monday, 
and probably the river side grain elevators 
will be forced to do the same. 

GUARDING THE LEVEES. 

Capt. William McClellan of the steamer My 
Choice came up from the South with his boat 
last night and reported an alarming state of 
affairs inthatcountry. ‘‘The planters,’’ he 
said, *‘are all frightened, andarmed patrols 
are now ee ee levees to prevent 
other farmers and planters from cutting 
them, You Knowit’san old trick to cuta 
cre vass in the levee to deflect the course of 
the stream. Many planters have saved their 
own farms at the expense of others, by re- 
sorting to such measures. This is why the 
levees in the South are bDelng guarded by 
shotgun patrols,’’ 


THE FLOOD’S VICTIMS. 
The advance ofthe merciless water along 
the river banks has rendered a number of 


eons homeless and heipless. Last evening 
re. Gibson, a widow, 65 years of age, was 
forced to leave her shanty at the foot of 
Branch street and is now dependent on 
charity. Her household goods are destroyed, 
and sne has no place of shelter. There area 
number of like cases reported to the police, 
who appeal to the charitably disposed to do 
something to alleviate the distressed.

"Must Be Returned Here. 


PROCEEDINGS ARE TO BE INSTITUTED 
AGAINST CHIEF HARRIGAN. 


The Lawyer Alleges That the Return of 
Norton to Alabama Was Illegal—Mar- 
shall McDonald Threatens to Make 
Bome Startiing Exposures inthe Nina 
Marshall Case—Police News. 


Mr. Robert Goode was very angry this 
morning and was prepared to make things 
hot for the Police Department for surrender- 
ing Frank Norton yesterday afternoon to the 
Ohief of Police of Little Rock. About the 
time that Mr. Goode was getting out his 
babeas corpus papers calling upon Chief of 
Police Harrigan to appear in the Court 
of Criminal Correction to-day 
with the body of Norton, the 
prisoner was being taken from the holdover 
for the Chief of Police of Little Rock, who had 
been waiting in the city several days for him, 
and when the papers were served about an 
hour later on Mr. Fred Lucas, who was in 
charge of police heatiquarters yesterday 
afternoon, the much-wanted Norton was pot 
in St. Louls, 

**It’s an outrage,’’ said Mr. Goode this 
morning, ‘‘that that man Norton was de- 
livered uptothat Little Rock officer’ on such 
requisition papers! Who ever heard 
of requisition papers being issued on 
a police court warrant and that 
wasall there was against Norton. He had 
been fined $25 foran assault and battery by 
the Police Court of Little Rock, and was work- 
ing out his fine when he escaped and came to 
St. Louis.’’ 

Mr. Goode waited in the Court of Criminal 
Correction until a message was received an- 
nouncing that Judge Clatborne was sick and 
would not hold court,to-day, when he left, 
saying that he would beon hand again next 
Monday and compel .Chief Harrigan to send 
to Little Rock for Norton and produce 
him here in.court. He ex also 
to show that ef Harrigan violated the 
lawin keeping Norton a-prisoner a whole 
week without placing a charge against him. 

According tothe officer who took Norton 
away yesterday afternoon, his pmMisoner was 
under a charge of assault tokitll and not one 
ofassault and battery, and was sentenced 


by the county or State authorities and not b 
He struck his wife 
‘in the head with a bammer, it was alleged, 
and was given a sentence of ninety days in 
the Work-house and also fined $100, which 
in case of non-payment ofthe fine would 
keep him in the Work-house nearly a year. 
Under the Little Rock system prisoners are 
leased out to coutractors, and Norton was 
working ona plantation near the va when 
he made his escape some three months ago. 
He cameto 8st. Louls and was tending bar 
under the name of J. H. Mack when arrested 
about a week ago, 


The Nina Marshall Case. 


Mr. Marshall McDonald, the attorney, was 
inthe First District Police Court this morn- 
ing forthe purpose of making some revela- 
tions in regardto the prosecutionof Nina 
Marshall for keepinga house of ill-fame, but 
the case didnot go to trial. When it was 


called, Mr. McDonald’s client heavily 
velled took a seat beside him in front of the 
clerk’s desk. It was expected that she would 
raise her vellto plead to the charge, 
but her attorney pleaded ‘‘not gullty’ 

for her. City Atvoeney Butler asked 
for a continuance and Mr, McDonald ob- 
jected. Mr. Butler claimed that the defend- 
ant had been granted a continuance and that 
the city was not entitled to one. Mr. Mec- 
Donald answered that Miss Marshall had 
asked for a continuance before at the request 
of the Police Captain, who had ordered her 
arrest and that in reality it was a continu- 
ance fur the city. The Police Department 
was entitled to a continuance, if there were 
good grounds for it, butit was not entitled 
to persecute his client, to single her out from 
all the women of her class and persecute her. 

Mr. Butler said that the continuance was 
granted on the grownd that Sergt. Jones, 
their only witness, was sick and could not be 
present. 

Mr. McDonald denied that Sergt. Jones was 
sick and said that the objectof wpetmige 
continuance was merely to harass this 
woman. There was an object back of this 
prosecution which he desired to expose. 

Mr. Butler iaugied and said that he would 
be ready for the exposure on Monday next or 
as scon as his witness was well. 

Judge Morris said he couldn’t see why 
Sergat. Jones couldn’t get sick as wellas any 
other person. 

Mr. McDonald said that all fSergt. Jones 
woud be used for if they had him was to 
testify to Miss Marshall’s arrest. Ifgthey at- 
tempted to substantiate the charge on which 
the woman was arrested, it would be done by 
other witnesses. Judge Morris said that as 
the woman was out on bond, it would be no 
great hardship to her to appear in court 
again next Monday. To which Mr. McDonald 
replied that while it was true that she was 
out.on bond, she was Hable to be arrested at 
any time and thrown inthe holdover and 
kept there twenty-four hours and even 
Jonger without another bond being accepted 
for her. 

Judge Morris smiled and admitted that the 
Police Department had done such things be- 
fore and might do so again, but said that he 
could not be governed by anything the police 
did. A continuance was now asked for and 
he must grant it. 

Mr. Butler thought that Sergt. Jones would 
be well by Monday next, and so the case was 
set for 10 o’clock that morning. 

Shortly after the adjournment of 
court Sergt, Jones arrived at 
the Four Courts and went on duty with his 
gee pe He expressed surprise when he 

eard of the continuance of the case and says 
that that was not necesaary at all, as a case 
could be made out against the woman witb- 
out his evidence. He did not know that he 
was wanted as awitnessor he would have 
been there. 

Mr. McDonald claims that his client hasa 
right to live at 2223 Chestnut street, the place 
atwhich she was arrested, so long as her 
conduct there is above reproach, no matter 
how many houses’ of ill-repute she runs in 
another part of the city. ‘*The police have 
no right whatever to drive her from her pri- 
vate residence, even if that residence ifs in 
Vandeventer place or Westminster place,’’ 
is the way he put it. His revelations he will 
reserve, be says, for the trial, as he doas not 
wishto make any unnecessary exposures un- 
til compelled to.

In fact, 
the successor of Col. Comfort will likely 
name new men for every office as 
it has always been the custom 
in such cages.“ As to what caused his resig- 

pation, his future movementsand the pnam- 
ing of his successor. Col. Comfort was seen 
by @ Post-Disratcu reporter, and the story 

is best told in his own language: 

COL. COMFORT EXPLAINS. 

**Yes, itisafact. I have signified my in- 
tention toresign and my successor will be 
named justassoon as a suitable man can be 
selected. Two qualifications are absolutely 
necessary in the fulfillment of theoffice. A 
man must have the confidence of the infiu- 
ential men of the city, and must be possessed 
of a cooland deliberate head,a good voice 
and be well up in military tactics. Now, as 
tothe cause of my resignation. I wish to 
correct a statement published in a morning 
paper tothe effect that there existed a differ- 
ence between my officers and myseif. This is 
@ mistake, as during my six years’ te rmof

STREET SOLD FOR $53,000. 


Another Large Sale in the Normandy Re- 
gion—Enhancing Southwestern Values 
—An Auction at Lafayette and Grand 
Avenues—Other Transactions, 


The Vincent building, on the north side of 
Olive street, between Seventeenth and 
Eighteenth, has been sold by the Nicholls- 
Ritter Realty and Financial Co. for $58,000 to 
Mrs, E. A, W. Clymer. This is quite an im- 
portant sale, somewhat out of the usual line 
of Nicholls & Ritter’s business, which has 
heretofore been confined mostly to the 
Sale of residence property, but this trans- 
action shows the energy of the frm isnot 
confined tothe management of any special 
classof realty. Mr, Vincent,the grantor,is the 
pioneer of heavy, tall building operations on 
Olive street west of Twelfth. All 
the others out in that vicinity 
or neighborhood, east and west and 
north and south streets, having been erected 
since he com enced t the Fhen he an of his 
seven-story building. When he undertook 
the enterprise he wae ridicuied by the wise

There has been a wonderful advance 
in Olive street properties since Mr. Vincent 
bought, $500 a foot having recently been paid 
for one of the Twenty-first ;street corners, 
The purchaser refused an advance of $i0a 
foot, on that price two weeks ago. At an 
auction within the past few months 
Joseph Dormitzer, one of the mos 
conservative operators in the celty, 
aid $459 a foot fora vacant lot opposite the 
‘incent buliding, and the premises formerly 
Known as the Christian Church atthe south- 
west corner of Seventeenth street, which 
was sold for $18,000 Oct. 21, 1888, was sold 
within a year afterwards for 
$23,000, and again in August, 1890, 
for $28,000 te its present owner, who would 
not be itkely to sell it for double that price 
how. Mr. Vincent once owned this chureh 
property. He bought it from W, PAL Culver, 
and sold it an advance of $1,000 within a 
few days to L. L. Oulver. these circum- 
Stances indicate the enhancing value of 


Olive street proper: especially that section

Although Alex Sel- 
kirk cried the bids at Green & Lamotte’s sale 
ina pouring rain, the prices obtained were 
much better than the owners of the property 
anticipated, but forall that the buyers paid 
none too much. Twoofthom,newspaper men 
who bought at the corner of Lafa ayette an 
Grand andat the corner of Henrietta and 
Grand,have'boen offered an advance of §7 and 
$4 a foot respectively for their bargain. Ow- 
ing, however, to the heavy rain pour the 
auction had to be drawn to a close before all 
the lots could be sold, Following are the 
detalls:

Horses of High Degree for the Brook-' 
lyn Handicap. 


LONGSTREET, THE FAVORITE, MAY WIN 
THE $25,000 PRIZE. 


Races Run at St. Louis and Other Places 
—Cincinnati’s Disgraced Players—Ama- 
teur Athletic Conteste—Chicago and 
St. Louis Cross Bats To-Day—Yester- 
day's Games—General Sporting News. 


The Brooklyn Handicap, which is, with the 
possible exception of the Suburban, the most 
important, and one of the most valuable 
races run in America, will be run over the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club’s course at Gravesend, 
L. I., Monday afternoon. On this day the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club will open its 
spring meeting, which will inaugurate the 
legitimate racing season in New York State. 
The handicap is quoted to be worth over 
$25,000, and with few exceptions all of the 
leading stables that run on the Eastern 
tracks will be represented. The most 
formidable candidate entered, who is 
universally looked upon as a sure winner. 
should he be sentin condition, is, of course, 
Mr, Michael F. Dwyer’s Longstreet, who 
has been wintering with the rest of Mr. Dwy- 
er’sstringat the Gravesend course. While 
the weather at that point has been too se- 
vere to permit much outdoor work until 
within the past two weeks, Mr. Dwyer’s 
crack is saidto be rounding up rapidly and 
ubless something unforseen happens he will 
gOto the post next Mondayinthe pink of 
condition. Longstreet proved beyond ques- 
tion by his races in April, 1891, that itis pos- 
sible to get him into conditionat an early 
date, .and if the weather is favorable be- 
tween now and Monday, thetrack dry and 
Longstreet is the horse he wasa year ago, 
there can be no doubtof the result of 
the Brooklyn Handicap. Tenny, 
with 128 pounds, won the Brook lyn last year, 
and his was an easy victory. Longstreet 
vangished Tenny in handsome style at Morris 
Park last summer, and nearly all experienced 
and sagacious turfmen believe that. Long- 
street, in perfect condition, will be a better 
race horse this month than Tenny wasa year 
ago, 

If Longstreet should give way to the acci- 
dents of training, or the track should be deep 
in slippery mud, Longstreet may not be seen at 
the poston May 16, and Michael F. Dwyer’s 
principal dependence in the $25,000 stake will 
then be Raceland, who has been moving ina 
highly satisfactory manner in his prelim- 
inary work. Barring Longstreet, the chance 
of no horse in the Suburban looks better than 
that of Raceland. He has shown more cour: 
age and spirit, more good temperand better 
bodily condition generally in preparation for 
this race than he ever manifested in any pre- 
vious year in April or in early May. Mr. 
Dwyer hasa soft spotin his heart for Race- 
land, and if Longstreet does not carry his 
hopes and his money, Raceland, in addition 
to carrying Jimmie McLaughlin, who will 
surely ride him, provided Longstreet does 
not start, is likely to have the burden of some 
big bets on his back. Beside Longstreet and 
Raceland Mr. Dwyer has Banquet and 
Nomad also entered intherace. The former, 
with 108 pounds up, falledto get a place in 
the Brooklyn Handicap in 1891, though 
he was close up to the placed horses. 
He was also unplaced with 110 pounds, in 
the Suburban, although he was very near the 
placed hogges, there is no reason to believe 
that Bang as made any marked improve- 
ment over last year’s form; and a careful 
study ofevery race in which he has everrun 
does not make him formidable. It Is not ex- 
pected that Nomad will start, as it would be 
extremely unwise to seta promising 3&-year- 
o1g so severe ataskasto run against many 
high-class older horses so early in the year 
as April or May, when he has 
other important stakes before hbim. 
There is scarcely a Cpe yd that any 
8-year-old will be of the least importance in 
this handicap. It iscertain that Gideon & 
Daly will not be foolish enough torun His 
Highness with 110 pounds up agalnost Long- 
street with 128, Raceland with 120, Judge 
Morrow with 116 and Russell with 114. Judge 
Morrow willendeavor to carry the colors of 
Green B. Morris to victory. He is said to be 
in grand condition and ought to runa good 
race, but he will not Cause either 
Longstreet or Raceland very much 
trouble. Russell, who will carry the 
colors of the Messrs. J. A. & A. H. Morris tis 
one of the most favorably handicapped horses 
inthe race. Last year he carried as a 3- 
year-old 106 pounds weight for age in this 
same handicap, and although he did not get 
a place at the finish, heran with much 
speed and prominence for more thana mile, 
This year he is in at 114 pounds—8 pounds less 
than weight forage. I! the season had not 
been so backward in Maryland that Russell’s 
preparation has been delayed he would prob- 
ably be the most dangerous antagonist of 
Longstreet or Kaceland. As it is, turf- 
men who overlook him may have 
cause seriously to regret the oversight. 
Frank A. Ehret’s stable hasa number of well- 
known horses in it, but =o be rep- 
resented by San Juan and Fairview. San 
Juan exhibited bigh handicap form more 
than once in 1891, and with only 108 pounds in 
the saddle in the Brooklyn, he is a horse to 
be considered with much respect. Fairview 
has undoubted speed, but was an uncertain 
horse as a 2-year old and was a worthless an- 
imallast year. Philip F. Dwyer will proba. 
bly be represented by Portchester, and this 
handsome 4-year-old colt will make a good 
run. Still, his class and quality hardly en- 
title him to lay claim to first place. He may 
be knocking at the door, however, in the 
neighborhood of third money. 

Picnicker has his friends and admirers, 
but he is py nu meansa consistent performer, 
although some of his races have been really 
brilliant. 

A considerable party of turfmen hold that 
Major Domo and Madstone have sufficient 
speed to make them dangerous. These two 
may run with extreme celerity fora mile or 
even fora mile and a furlong, Dutin the last 
furlong in the home stretch they will 
be overmatched almost to a_ certainty. 
The Suburban winner of 1891, Loantaka, 
carried only 110 pounds in his famous victory 
atthe Sheepshead Baytrack. In Brooklyn 
he must take up 118. Heisa horse that does 
not require a prolonged and severe prepara- 
tion, as heis not gross, and is somewhat 
light-fileshed and light-framed, but with 118 
pounds against Longstreet’s 128, Raceland 
120 and Russell’s 114, Loantaka is little more 
than a possibility. Bermuda, Byron McClel- 
land’s entry,is saidto have gone wrong. 
Previous to the circulation of this statement 
Bermuda’s chances were looked upon as ex- 
cellent, and some well-informed turfmen 
considered the horse’s prospects second to 
none, even Longstreet’s. The story about his 
going wrong should not be given too much 
credence. It ay be that McClel.- 
land is attempting to repeat the 
trick, Pulsifer, the owner of Tenny, 
last season’s suburban winner, worked s0 
successfully. It will be remembered that 
several weeks previousto the race Pulsifer 
came out in an interview stating that ‘lenny 
had gone wrong. This, however, as was 
arterwards proven, Was only a trick to Influ- 
ence tho betting, the result of which was 
Mr. Pulsifer was able to place thousands of 
dollars on his horse at odds which he other- 
wise would have been unable to secure. 

There isalong list of horses that are not 
likely to start in the Brooklyn Handicap, and 
a considerable number that ought not to 
start, as they have no earthly chance of bDe- 
ing one, two, three. Nobody need to pause 
fora moment onthe names of Alian Bayne, 
Alturas, Bolero, Cella, Castaway II., Eon, 
George W.. India Rubber, Ja-Ja, Kings- 
ton, Kimberly, Owen Roberts, Reporter, 
Strathmeath, lenny, Vortex, Yosemite and 
Zampost. Some of these, like Kingston 
i cane and Eon, arein sucha condition that 
it will be impossible to start them, while 
others haveas much chance of getting a 
— in this race if they should start, as they
